deration, and in view' of the fact that 
the order has secured control of an 
abundance of ground, it has been de­ 
cided to erect the building two sto r­ 
ies high aud cover 
more territory.

The work on the new structure is 
being pushed on and it begins to as­ 
sume large proportions. 
The build­ 
ing will be one of the most perfect 
institutions of the kind in the state 
and will cost something over |30,- 
000. 
At first it was thought that a 
building three stories high would be 
constructed, but after serious consi­ 
deration, and in view of the fact that 
the order has secured control of an 
abundance of ground, it has been de­ 
cided to erect the building two stor­ 
ies high and cover more territory. 
This will condense the work and will 
provide for more space on the ground 
floor, thus saving the good sisters 
many steps that would otherwise 
have id lie taken if the building was 
three stories high. 
The building will be of solid brick, 
with a stone foundation. The main 
building will tie 110 by 50 feet and 
the extension will measure 50 by 40 
feet. On the ground floor will be

dining room and sacristy. 
On the second floor there will be 
large and small wards, private rooms 
and a diet kitchen. The buiidiug will

iences that a modern operating room 
requires.

In Man and Cattle la Identical. 
Berlin, May L— Advance sheets of 
Profesno Behring’s forthcoming book 
on tuberculosis In cattle a:e available 
her'?. 
From them it Is seen that la 
bis book the professor details the re­ 
sult of sis years’ Investigations at 
Ms: burg, where he was assisted by 
Dcx tors 14 .opet and Roemer. 
Professor ftohring affirms that tu­ 
berculosis In man and cattle is propa­ 
gated by Identical bacilli and that the 
seeming differences between the bu 
man snd the cattle bacilli result from 
the capacity of the bacilli to accom­ 
modate themselves to the organism in 
which they live. 
The writer ex plains' 
lb* process by which he reaches the 
concille Ion that, chemically and physi­ 
ologically, the tubercle bacftlf in man 
and cattle are of the same species. 
Professor Behring says he has suc­ 
cessfully infected 
cattle with virus 
from human beings, producing there­ 
by fatal animal tuberculosis. 
He also 
says he has discovered a method to 
render cattle immune against tuber­ 
culosis. which Is done by vaccinating 
the cattle when they are young. This

ery snd snys the method Is In use on 
farms at Marburg.
